In response to a Restriction Requirement and 
Requirement for Election of Species issued August 4, 1999, 
Applicants elect for prosecution as follows: 

Invention Group I, claims 1-17; and 

Claims covering the species drawn to the C5a receptor 
as a target ligand. Claims reading specifically on this species 
are claims 4, 5, 6, 7, 10, 11, 12, 13, 14, 15, 16 and 17.
